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Late  Rev.  Ezra  D.  Simona 

When  It  was  announced  on  Tuesday 
night  that  Rev.  Ezra  D  Simons  was  dead, 
the  mournful  tiding*  occasioned  deep  sor¬ 
row  among  bis  numerous  friends  here. 
Although  permanent  y  located  in  New 
Yorl(  City,  the  social  And  splritusl  ties 
that  bound  the  recent  pastor  of  the  Bapr 
list  Church  to  its  members  and  to  numer¬ 
ous  others  with  whom  he  was  socially 
intimate  ,had  not  been  severed,  and  he 
was  In  many  respects  still  regarded  as  one 
of  oh.  His  death  occurred  at  his  home, 
334  lVe-t  59  Street,  at  5.30  P.  M  o:i  Tues 
dny,  after  an  illness  of  about  three  weeks 
duration.  Mr.  Simons  was  born  in  Troy 
and  for  a  while  held  a  position  In  one  of 
the  lamks  in  that  city,  at  the  same  time 
s' miring  for  the  ministry  under  private 
tutors.  His  life  had  been  a  very  active 
one,  being  an  indefatigable  worker.  He 
successfully  filled  the  pulpita  of  the  fol 
fowing  Baptist  churches  :  Sand  Lake,  New 
York:  San  Jose,  California,  and  the  Vail 
venue  Church,  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  was  an 
active  contributor  to  the  religious  press, 
and  in  addition  to  his  works  on  the 
war,  was  the  author  of  ••  Divine  Pictures 
of  the  Christian  Centuries."  He  was 
a  soldier  and  a  soldiers’  friend,  al¬ 
ways!  identifying  himself  with  everything 
that  piomoted  the  welfare  and  interest  of 
the  veterans  of  the  war.  He  served  dur¬ 
ing  <the  war,  enlisting  as  a  private 
i*i  tl]e  125th  New  York  Volunteers,  was 
hi  idy  sergeant,  and  afterwards  became 
ch  i pff  tin  H**  distinguished  himself  not 
oelylby  ids  devotion  to  the  moral  inter¬ 
ests  (if  tin*  men  hut  also  by  his  bravery  in 
battle  for  which  he  received  an  adjutant’s 
commission  continuing  in  the  chaplain¬ 
cy.  At  the  lequest  of  many  of  his 
comtad-s,  he  wrote  a  history  of 
ttie  Regiment,  a  work  on  which  he  was 
busily  engaged  when  he  left  here  and 
which  was  issued  shortly  after,  meeting 
with  commendable  praise. 

Mr.  Simous  was  a  member  of  the  veter¬ 
ans  (organization  from  which  Wm.  S. 
Pierson  Post  subsequently  originated. 
At  th©  farewrl  reception  tendered  to  him 
by  his  church,  the  members  of  the  Post 
were  present  atnl  presented  him  with  a 
token  of  their  esteem  and  appreciation  Qf 
hiH  services.  His  eloquent  oration  Memo¬ 
rial  Day  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication 
of  the  Soldiers’  Burial  Plot  Is  yet  fredh  in 
the  blinds  of  many. 

On  Sunday  morning,  Nov.  27,  1887,  he 
announced  to  his  congregation  that  he 
had  received  a  dispatch  informing  him 

that  o«  VrW»T  ©vouinfl  fch©  Oohm  j  Dap 

tist  Church  of  New  York  city  had  Invited 
him  to  become  associated  with  Rev.  R. 

S.  Mc'Arthur  iu  the  work  of  that  church. 
He  'Tis  urged  to  euter  at  once  upon  the 
new  field,  but  yielding  to  the  solicitations 
of  the  officials  of  the  church  here,  he 
consented  to  continue  his  work  here  until 
the  following  December.  On  Sunday, 
Dec.  17th,  he  preached  his  farewell  ser¬ 
mon,  severing  a  relationship  with  his 
people  of  twelve  years  duration.  A  furo- 
ell  reception  was  ten  dared  him  on  Fri¬ 
day  evening,  Dec.  23d,  when  the  pastor 
and  his  wife  were  the  recipients  of  many 
testimonials  of  love  and  friendship. 

Since  taking  up  his  church  work  in  New 
York,  Rev.  Mr.  Simons  made  frequent 
visits  to  Bloomfield.  He  was  present  at 
the  installation  of  his  successor,  Rev. 
Charles  A.  Gook,  and  delivered  the  charge 
to  tile  p-ople  in  a  manner  deeply  affecting 
and  very  impressive. 

Mr  Simons  was  a  member  of  Excelsior 
Lodge  Knights  of  Honor,  in  which  lie 
was  Insured  for  $2,000.  He  leaves  a  wife 
and  five  children  A  number  ot  Bloom¬ 
field  people  attended  the  funeral  services 
which  were  held  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
t  beautiful  floral  tribute  in  the  shape  of  a 
cross,  arranged  by  Mr.  Henry  Rassbach 
and  which  was  placed  on  the  coffin,  was 
presented  by  the  members  of  the  Bloom- 
flt  ld  Baptist  Church.
